2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

The application relates to azo pigment preparations which 
contain;, in addition to the pigment an optionally 
modified colophonium resin with an acid value of ^ 320 
mgKOH/g and an ammonium salt of a sulfonated diaryl 
yellow pigment as a dispersing agent . 



The combination of surface-coated pigments with a sulfo 
group-containing pigment as a dispersing agent is 
basically known and the broad applicability of this 
principle has already been recognized; see^ in this 
connection, documents WO 01/14479 (Dl) and US 3759733 
(D2) ; wherein, according to Dl, the ^dye-dispersing 
agent' is explicitly used as ammonium salt (fluidizing 
agent) . 

The use of a colophonium resin with an acid value of ^ 
320 in such preparations is not, however, explicitly 
disclosed in the available prior art; novelty is 
therefore recognized (PCT Article 33(2)). 



With regard to the use of a resin based on colophonium 
with an acid value of equal to or greater than 320 
mgKOH/g, reference is made to EP 079600 (D3) : 

D3 already suggests the use of resins with an acid value

greater than 200, the preferred range ending at 320 and 
only resin with an acid value of up to 300 being used in 
the examples. A person skilled in the art is not prompted 
by this document to use an acid value of greater than 320 
mgKOH/g, as presently proposed. 

The applicant has demonstrated, using comparative 
examples in the application, that this value leads to a 
surprising decrease in the degree of thixotropy. An 
inventive step is therefore involved (PCT Article 33(3)) . 
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
